Honourable  Sir; 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual 
Report  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board,  covering  its  opera¬ 
tions  for  the  year  ended  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1961. 

The  net  profit  realized  from  sale  of  Liquor  and  Beer 
amounted  to  $20,036,612.28,  an  increase  of  $1,052,375.37  over  the 
previous  year. 

DISTILLERY  AND  BREWERY  LICENSES 

One  Distillery  and  six  Breweries  were  licensed  and  their 
operations  were  conducted  in  a  manner  generally  satisfactory 
to  the  Board.  One  Brewer  was  fined  by  the  Courts  for  a  violation 
of  Section  80  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act. 

The  premises  of  these  manufacturers  were  visited  at  fre¬ 
quent  intervals  by  representatives  of  the  Board  and  their  products 
subjected  to  regular  analyses  during  the  year.  A  high  standard 
of  quality  was  maintained  in  all  instances. 

Sales  of  one  out-of-Province  Distiller  were  suspended  by 
the  Board  for  a  period  as  a  result  of  a  violation  of  The  Liquor 
Control  Act. 


HOTELS 

BEVERAGE  ROOM  LICENSES  AND  BEER  VENDORS’  LICENSES: 

Four  Hundred  and  Seventy  (470)  Beverage  Room  Licenses 
and  Four  Hundred  and  Seventy  (470)  Beer  Vendors5  Licenses 
were  issued  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1961,  covering  424 
Hotels,  compared  to  a  total  of  Four  Hundred  and  Sixty-six  (466) 
of  these  Licenses  for  the  previous  year. 

Hotels  sold  during  the  year  numbered  Forty-six  (46)  com¬ 
pared  to  Forty-four  (44)  for  the  previous  year. 

The  License  of  the  Amisk  Hotel,  Amisk,  was  surrendered 
and  not  replaced  during  the  License  year. 

Violations  of  The  Liquor  Licensing  Act  resulted  in  suspen¬ 
sions  of  Beverage  Room  Licenses  and  Beer  Vendors5  Licenses  in 


twenty-two  (22)  Hotels,  as  under-noted.

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In  its  efforts  to  maintain  and  improve  the  generally  high 
standard  of  accommodation  and  service-  provided  by  the  Hotel 
operators,  the  Board  has  received  the  full  support  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  The  Alberta  Hotel  Association. 

DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES  IN 
HOTELS  LICENSED  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  BEER: 

This  year  Six  (6)  additional  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  and 
Six  (6)  Lounge  Licenses  were  issued  to  Dining  Lounges  and 
Lounges  in  Hotels,  making  a  total  of  Twenty-four  (24)  Dining 
Lounges  and  Twenty-two  (22)  Lounge  Licenses  operative  in 
Hotels  licensed  for  the  sale  of  beer. 

Entertainment  Authorizations  in  conjunction  with  Nine 
(9)  of  the  above-noted  Dining  Lounge  Licenses  were  issued  this 
year,  compared  with  Five  (5)  in  the  previous  year. 

DINING  LOUNGE  AND  LOUNGE  LICENSES 
(OTHER  THAN  LICENSED  HOTELS): 

Nine  Dining  Lounge  and  Six  (6)  Lounge  Licenses  were 
granted  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  number  of  these 
Licenses  to:  (Previous  year  in  brackets)

Where  Dining  Lounge  and  Lounge  Licenses  have  been 
granted,  the  quality  of  food  and  service  has  shown  marked 
improvement. 


SUSPENSIONS 

It  was  necessary  to  suspend  Three  (3)  Dining  Lounge  and 
Five  (5)  Lounge  Licenses  and  One  (1)  Entertainment  Authority 
for  violations  of  The  Liquor  Licensing  Act  and  unsatisfactory 
operation.

Club  Licenses  granted  during  the  year  are  listed  below.

Canteen  Beer  Licenses  show  a  reduction  of  One  (1)  from 
the  previous  year.  Canteen  Liquor  Licenses  remain  the  same.

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act,  1958,  and  the 
Liquor  Licensing  Act  have  been  enforced  by  the  Officers  of  the 
R.C.M.P.  and  Police  Forces  of  the  Cities  and  Municipalities 
throughout  the  Province.  The  Board  acknowledges  and  is  highly 
appreciative  of  the  efficient  services  rendered  by  these  Forces 
in  this  connection  and  also  the  assistance  rendered  to  the  Board 
by  the  Officials  and  staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Attorney 
General. 


GENERAL 

Interdictions  placed  during  the  year  totalled  Three  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Fifty-seven  (357)  compared  to  a  figure  of  Four  Hundred 
and  Twenty-one  (421)  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  Inter¬ 
dictions  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,287  compared  to 
1,370  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

Payments  to  the  Government  of  Canada  by  the  Board 
during  the  fiscal  year  for  Customs  and  Excise  Duties  and  Sales 
Taxes  amounted  to  $12,702,880.80,  a  decrease  of  $93,030.52.  The 
Alberta  Breweries  paid  to  the  Government  of  Canada  in  Sales 
Taxes  and  Malt  Taxes  the  sum  of  $8,814,190.74,  a  decrease  of 
$38,175.76.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Duty,  Sales  Tax  and  Malt 
Tax  totals  shown  represent  payments  on  purchases  made  by  the 
Board  and  gallonage  taxes  on  production  by  Breweries,  and  do 
not  reflect  the  Duty,  Sales  Tax,  etc.,  incorporated  in  the  value  of 
sales  made  by  the  Board. 

Appendix  “B”  contains  a  statement  showing  the  number 
of  Special  Permits  issued  during  the  year. 

The  Board  recorded  9,652,145  separate  sales  to  the  general 
public  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  856,236  over  the  previous 
year.
